Na.vaimo, April 9. — (Special) — Austin 
Stevenson, an employe of the Hamilton 
Powder Company, met death this after- 
noon in a sudden and terrible manner. 
Me was driving a one-horse express 
wagon containing -100 pounds of nitro- 
glycerine from the company's lower 
works to the mill, and had taken the 
Departure Hay road from Northfield. 
This road is extremely rough in places, 
and to this fact the awful sequel must 
be attributed. When Stevenson had 
covered part of the distance the nitro- 
glycerine exploded with such terrific 
effect that man and wagon were literally 
blown into nothingness, while the horse 
washotribly mutilated, its head and 
legs being torn from the body, and the 
latter disemboweled. The ground within 
a circle of fully fifty yards in diameter 
ks as if a cyclone had recently struck 
it. Trees arc torn up by the roots in all 
directions, and the few houses in the 
vicinity arc badly shaken and their win- 
dows shattered info fragments ; the small 
cottage of A. E. Dougan, situated about 
'200 yards away from the scene of the 
tragedy sustained the greatest damage 
in this respect though none of the occu- 
pants are injured. , 

The explosion was so violent as to be 
distinctly heard and felt in this city, the 
oltl court house, in which an inquest on I 
the body of an infant found dead on the j 
beach last Tuesday was in progress at 
the time, sustained a severe shaking and 
one window in the Green block and an- 
other at. St. Anne's convent were 
broken. 

Stevenson was an unmarried man, 30 
years of age and a native of Quebec. He 
worked at a livery stable here till about 
six months ago, when he was employed 
by the powder company as a teamster. 

Mr. II. -f. Scott, the company's man- 
ager, can add nothing to the information 
contained in the above dispatch, which 
he was shown last evening, and which 
gave him the first particulars of the dis- 
tressing accident. Every possible pre- 
caution was exercised, he says, in the 
handling of the explosive, the wagon be- 
ing one specially built for the purpose in 
which it was used, and each of the pack- 
ages of explosive being carefully packed 
in wicker lining. So severe was the 
shock and so loud the report of the ex- 
plosion that they were heard and felt 
distinctly in Chemainus, 25 miles or 
more awav.

Armenian Sympathizers Wait on 
Earl Salisbury — Rumors of 
Rhodes' Deatb Denied. 



German Naval Increases — Russia and 
Japan — Fighting 1 in the Ko- 
rean kingdom. 



London, April 9. — Lord Salisbury, 
through his secretary, has written the 
Armenian relief committee in response 
to the communication of the deputation 
appointed to wait upon him at yester- 
day's meeting and to urge upon him to 
protest against the expulsion of mission- 
aries trom Asia Minor. 

The imperial German chancellor, 
Prince Hohenhole, arrived at Paris on 
Monday. His visit is said to be in con- 
nection with some property which his 
wife has inherited in France. It will be 
remembered that the chancellor of St. 
Petersburg at the time the agreement 
between Germany and Russia regarding 
the terms of settlement of the China- 
Japanese war were taking form, was also 
said to be with a view to looking after 
liis wife's interests in a Russian estate. 

There will be a grand banquet to- 
night at Athens in honor of the King of 
Servia. The ministers, members of the 
diplomatic corps, and the president-of 
the games committee will be present. 
There will be 1,500 persons at the ban- 
quet. 

The latest Korean intelligence at St, 
Petersburg is of a disquieting nature. 
The tight between the Russian and Jap- 
anese factions at Seoul still continues, 
and murders take place almost daily. 
The advantage seems just now to lie 
with the Russians, who have persuaded 
the native Koreans that the Japanese 
were responsible for the recent murder 
of their Queen. 

The Novoati says the Japanese should 
by this time know Russian feeling in 
regard to Korea, that while she does not 
wish to be there herself she will not per- 
mit any other persona to bo predomin- 
ate in the hermit kingdom. The king, 
continues the Novosti, is perfectly fit to 
rule and when restored to the 
throne the Russian troops will 
retire. Warships have been des- 
patched by Japan to Fusan and 
other points along the coast of Korea. 
Much activity is observed in Japanese 
military circles, and it is stated that an 
immediate increase of the army is to bo 
effected. 

The Emperor and Empress of Ger- 



many, accompanied by their suites, 
landed as Messina from the imperial 
yacht to-day, and paid a visit to the 
points of interest - Their majesties re- 
ceived a warm welcome. The inhabi- 
tant threw (lowers into their carriages 
during the drive which they enjoyed in 
the neighborhood. They left for Venice 
during the afternoon. 

The rumors on the stock exchange 
yesterday of the death of Hon. Cecil 
Rhodes frightened the operators in 
Chartered South African stocks and sev- 
eral mining stocks also fell, but recov- 
ered somewhat on the denial of the 
rumors. The closing showed a slighi, 
decline. 

The Standard has a dispatch from 
Berlin on the German naval programme 
which says that a navy bill will be in- 
troduced in the reienstng next winter | 
which will provide for the addition of 
three second class ironclads, five ordin- 
ary cruisers, and probably several iron- 
clad cruisers to the German navy. 

Germany's openly expressed ant ipathy 
to Great Britain and her bitter resent- 
ment of British aggression upon the 
Transvaal its well as a desire manifested 
in several instances by the German gov- 
ernment for more cordial relations with 
Russia had led France to count upon 
German opposition to the British 
project of occupying the Upper Nile 
basin. These hopes are appreciably 
revived by the publication of the news 
of Prince Hohenlohe's visit to Paris, and 
a hundred stories are afloat in that city 
that the chancellor comes on a political 
mission instead of private business, and 
that he hits had conferences with mem- 
bers of the French government regard- 
ing the attitude of franco towards the 
Egyptian question, with relation imme- 
diately to the Nile expedition, and ulti- 
mately to the desire of France for 
the British evacuation of Egypt. 

A Paris dispatch to the Daily News 
says: A French resident of Cuba, writ- 
ing to the Soir, draws a lamentable pic- 
ture of the ferocious character the war 
has assumed under Weyler. He be- 
lieves, however, that the rebels will 
eventually shake off Spanish rule. He 
states that Weyler allows the troops to 
shoot and bayonet villagers suspected of 
harboring insurgents. " A few days 
ago," be continues, "a band of volun- 
teers, infuriated by the resolutions of 
the American senate, shot six sons of an 
American farmer at Casigues. The 
United States consul general is inquir- 
ing into the matter."

Ottawa, April 9. — In the Senate to- 
day Sir Mackenzie Bowell introduced a 
bill respecting the Behring sea claims 
convention, the object of the measure 
being to confer on the commissioners 
who may be appointed to investigate 
and prepare the claims which will lie 
due under the Paris award, the full power 
of judges with respect to the summoning 
of witnesses while adjudicating upon 
claims. The draft of the agreement en- 
tered into between the Canadian and 
the U. S. governments had, he said, 
been modified to a certain extent by sug- 
gestions made by the U. S. authorities, 
and he regretted that there had been 
still further delay by other suggestions 
which bad been made by members of 
the United States senate when the agree- 
ment, was laid before them for the pur- 
pose of ratification. Some of the changes 
were not material and did not interfere 
witb the due administration of justice 
nor would they prevent justice being 
done to the claimants, but there was one 
suggestion which came from the senate 
which neither the colonial office nor tin; 
Canadian government felt themselves 
bound to accept. 

Since the IJ. S. senate had made this 
suggestion exception had been taken 
when the agreement was presented to 
them for ratification. The Secretary of 
State for that country had admitted the 
justice of the position which Canada 
look. The U. S. senate are, however, 
still discussing the question. The object 
of the present bill is to give full power to 
the commission to carry on the investi- 
gation the same as if it were done in a 
court of law. 

The question had been raised whether 
in view of the fact that Canada was not 
an acknowledged party before the con- 
ference at Washington this legislation 
would not come more properly from the 
British parliament. lit; (Sir Mackenzie) 
had replied that, the question had never 
been raised but he thought that while 
it was true an agreement was entered 
into between the British ambassador at 
Washington and the United States gov- 
ernment, the Canadian government 
having consented to an agreement 
through its commissioners was the 
proper party to confer the power re- 
quired by the commissioners. 

Besides that.it was Canada which had 
the power of appointing one commis- 
sioner, tho U. S. another and Great 
Britain a third with the consent of Can- 
ada. The Premier added that the com- 
mission would sit in Victoria. The 
United States government were now 
passing a law giving the proposed com- 
mission similar powers in California in 
case it should be necessary to take evi- 
dence in San Francisco.

Ottawa, April 10.— The supplement- 
ary estimates for the current fiscal year 
show the total amount to be voted $2,- 
000,000, a million dollars being for 
arms and ammunition for tiie militia" 
being the first instalment of the three 
millions which parliament is to be asked 
to vote. 

Among other items $00,000 is to be 
voted to introduce Canadian meats and 
other perishable food products in the 
markets of the United Kingdom, $15,000 
for the cost of the Manitoba census, and 
$45,000 for the pay of the active militia 
at schools of instruction, including the 
school at Halifax and one at Vancouver. 

Among the British Columbia appro- 
priations are $20,000 for the completion 
of the post ofiice at Victoria, and $-1,000 
for increased facilities for navigation 
purposes at the foot of the Kootenay 
rapids. The Quadra repairs consequent 
on the casualty on Fulford reef are put 
down at $12,0*00. Sam, an Indian of 
the Songhees band, has received $220 
compensation for the loss of his house 
and contents, burned by order of the 
quarantine officers during the small- 
pox epidemic of 1892. 

Twenty-live thousand dollars are to be 
devoted to defray the expense of the de- 
lineation of the boundary between Can- 
ada and the United States.

Bill Places Quebec Liberals in 
an Awkward Plight.

Ottawa, April -1. — At the present time 
of writing the house is engaged in i t h 
first Saturday sitting and the process of 
insidious obstruction on the part of the 
opposition, assisted by Messrs. McCar- 
thy and O'Brien, is in progress. The 
Liberals are very uaret'ul to disavow any 
intention on their part to retard the 
progress of the remedial bill— that is the 
English-speaking Liberals. 

HAVE TO I'KOCEED CAREFULLY. 

The Quebec Liberals admit themselves 
that they are now "between the devil 
and the deep sea." They plainly foresee 
that from the attitude assumed by their 
leader there is nothing for them at, the 
coming general elections but almost total 
annihilation. So exasperated are they 
at the turn which events have taken 
that they have intimated to their leader 
that if this obstruction on the bill is 
continued, thereby rendering any 
chanceof re-election for them all the 
more difficult, they will formally secede 
from the Liberal ranks in the house on 
this measure.

as between the government and the 
opposition. Wednesday is to be taken 
as a government day so that the govern- 
ment now will have about two clear 
weeks or, say, twelve days in which to 
get the bill through the committee stage 
and give it its third reading. Up to the 
present three out of the 112 clauses Lave 
been passed and unless a change comes 
o'er the spirit of the parliamentary 
dream and members are in a more tract- 
able frame of mind the bill cannot as- 
suredly become law this session. Hall 
a dozen determined men can thwart the 
government in this respect. The diffi- 
culty facing the government, as explain- 
ed in previous letters, is that during the 
committee stage a member can speak 
as long as he pleases and as often as he 
pleases. Even though Mr. Laurier may 
make a semblance of assisting the bill, 
yet there is nothing to prevent Mr. Mc- 
Carthy, Mr. Mulock and Mr. Edgar and 
others from opposing it "oil' their own 
bat." 

THE EIGHT HOL'U DAY. 

The announcement by the government 
yesterday of their intention to make a 
trial of the eight hour day without re- 
duction of wages, in the government 
work shops and printing bureau is bailed 
with delight by the friends of organized 
labor. In the old country the system 
was adopted by the Imperial government 
in the Woolwich Arsenal with the most 
satisfactory results. It has been found 
that the men under the stimulus given 
to them by an hour's more rest or recrea- 
tion during the day do quite as much 
work in the eight hours as they did in 
the nine hours, and with the experience 
of the old land to guide them the dele- 
gates representing the Dominion trades 
and labor congress were able to presen 1 
a very strong ease to tint government. 
There was also the experience of the 
great engineering works of Mather & 
Co., at Balford, who after two year's 
trial found that their workmen produced 
more in the eight hours than they did 
formerly in nine. The government's 
decision will go into effect at once and 
after a few years' experience under gov- 
ernment auspices it is not at. all unlikely 
that a general law may be passed. 

EXPORT OK DAIRY PRODUCTS. 

An important question was submitted 
to the government the other day by a 
large delegation representing the East- 
ern dairymen. The idea is that the gov- 
ernment should grant a bonus of three 
cents a pound on winter-made butter for 
export. The development of this indus- 
try under the auspices of the govern- 
ment has been very great, bat despite 
the efforts of the Agriculturul Commis- 
sioner something yet remains to bo done 
towards inducing our farmers to estab- 
lish creameries and become regular pa- 
trons thereof. A stimulus for a year or 
two as suggested, which if adopted here 
is likely to put the trade upon a linn 
footing, was granted by the Australian 
government with great success. 

Mr. Shutt, chemist at the experimen- 
tal farm gave some interesting informa- 
tion the other day before the Agricul- 
tural Committee on the subject of the 
analyses made by him of the 

SOILS OK BKTTISU COLUMBIA. 
Among other things he said: 1 should 
mention that we have continued our ex- 
amination of the virgin soils of Canada. 
During the past year this has been re- 
stricted to certain soils from the pro- 
vince of British Columbia. Without go- 
ing into the details I would say as far as 
our work has gone at present that we 
have ascertained that the alluvial soils 
of certain river valleys in that province 
are exceedingly rich in plant food. I 
refer especially to the soils of the Fraser 
and the Pitt river valleys. These are 
found to be exceedingly fertile, but that 
is only as might be expected. Another 
class of soils in British Columbia are 
known as the bench soils. These differ 
very much in their constituents from the 
soils just mentioned. They are very 
much poorer; considerably inferior in 
quality. They are soils formed by the 
detritus of the rivers. As a class I have 
found them to be so far sandy and by no 
means comparable to our richer Can- 
adian virgin soils in other provinces and 
to those

to which reference has been made. Mr. 
McDonald, of Assiniboia, put the ques- 
tion whether an analysis had been made \ 
of the reclaimed lands on the coast of 
British Columbia, that is, the dyke 
hinds.

ceedingly fertile soil." " Mor.' so than 
the Fraser valley?" asked Mr. McDon- 
ald. Mr. Shutt replied ; " The soils are 
very similar, and, without referring par- 
ticularly to the figures, I would say that 
it is an exceedingly fertile soil." 

Dealing with the second class of B. C. 
soils, known as the bench soil, which 
are light and sandy as to their character, 
Mr. Shutt said in connection with that 
fact, notwithstanding their constitution, 
many of them have produced excellent 
crops. This is probably due as much to 
the favorable climate of the province as 
to the soils. In fact, the fertility of the 
soil is not entirely dependent upon its 
chemical composition. The 

FACTORS Of FERTILITY 
are favorable climate, proper condition 
of tilth on mechanical condition, and 
thirdly, the elements of plant food. In 
British Columbia there is a large amount 
of fish waste and there are also on the 
shores of that province large amounts of 
sea weed that could be collected. In 
these two substances we have those ele- 
ments which would be necessary to in- 
crease the fertility of these soils. In 
the tish waste we have nitrogen and 
phosphoric acid, both in a form which 
could be made readily available, »hile 
in the sea weed we have an excellent 
store of potash, so that by utilizing this 
material which now goes to waste every 
year, and representing thousands of dol- 
lars of

by the intelligent application of these 
materials, the light soils of British 
Columbia might be made to produce 
much more than they do now, especially 
when we consider the very favorable 
climate of the province." Mr. Carpen- 
ter asked: " Is there a sufficient quantity 
of (ish waste available?" Mr. Shutt. re- 
plied; "lam informed that there are 
hundreds of tons of fish ollal from can- 
neries that is more or less wasted every 
year. The same is more or less true of 
'the Maritime provinces. British Colum- 
bia also contains certain river valleys 
known as miiekv, and towards the re- 
formation of these for their mechanical 
treatment I have been making a series 
of experiments."

1 1 e states that Weyler allows the 
troops to shoot and bayonet villagers 
suspected of harboring insurgents." " A 
few days ago," he continues, "a hand 
of volunteers infuriated by the resolu- 
tions of the United States Congress, 
shot six sons of an American farmer at 
Carigus. The United States Consul- 
General is inquiring into the matter." 

A Havana dispatch says the insurg- 
ents at Remedios have burned three set- 
tlements and 9,-100 tons of cane. At 
San Felipe, Havana, they have burned 
the line plnntation of San Felipe, to- 
gether wilh the buildings and machin- 
ery, 25,000 tons of cane and -100 tons of 
kindling wood.

— The insurgents 
have burn' •'. the cane liclds and 17,000 
tons of sugar at the plantation of Santa 
Rita de Bare, province of Matanzas. 
Near Jovellanos the insurgents are re- 
ported to have killed lour laborers with 
their machetes, and at Tapaste thev are 
announced to have hanged a local guer- 
illa. A dispatch from Trinidad says 
that Manuel Gonzales, the insurgent 
leader, has been killed and a telegram 
from Oliver says that four insurgents 
have been captured and that in addition 
ibe authorities have made prisoner of the 
mistress of the well known insurgent 
leader, Bias Hernandez. At the farm of 
El Portugese near Palos, province of 
Matanzas, the insurgents captured the 
proprietor, Joaquin Martinez, and in the 
presence of bis daughters, who were 
crying and begging them not to kill 
their father, carried the unfortunate 
man to the woods. His daughter 
Amelia followed her father and there- 
upon the insurgents fastened her to a 
tree, and in her presence cut off her 
father's arm and slashed his neck. This, 
according to the story, caused the young 
girl to faint and she was outraged by the 
insurgent , who afterwards burned the 
farm house.

Constantinople, April 9.— According 
to a semi-official statement, the Turkish 
government bases its action in expelling, 
or allowing the expulsion by the local 
authorities at Bitlis, of the American 
missionary Rev. George P. Knapp, 
from that place and possibly from Asia- 
tic Turkey, on an understanding reached 
between the porte and the United States 
minister, Mr. Terrell, previous to the 
hitter's departure for America. It is 
added that it was agreed between the 
government and Mr. Terrell that Mr. 
Knapp was to leave Bitlis on April 1st. 
Consequently when the missionary took 
no steps to depart, the local officials 
politely invited him to leave. At that 
time, it is also said that the U.S. Charge 
d'affaires, Mr. Riddle, had no official 
explanation on the subject. 
£j?Kev. Mr. Knapp has left Diarbekir for 
Aleppo; from there, unless the plans of 
the Turkish government are interfered 
with , t lie American missionary will be 
invited to go to Alexandretta in order 
that he may embark upon a steamer, 
when his expulsion will be an accom- 
plished fact in spite of the gioss which 
the Turkish officials attempt to throw- 
over the affair. It is generally believed 
here that the expulsion of Rev. Mr. 
Knapp is only the lirst step taken by 
the Sultan in" the direction of expelling 
Protestant and Catholic missionaries, as 
veil as agents of the American Red 
Cross society, from Armenia. 

Several reasons are given for tins, but I parliament for

of Salonica, and the question of coercing 
Turkey by a display of naval strength 
before Constantinople had been almost 
decided upon. 

According to explanations furnished 
of the Sultan's present attitude towards 
missionaries, the threatening attitude of 
the powers at that time threw Turkey 
into the arms of Russia, and the latter, 
after dictating her own terms, caused 
the break up of the European combina- 
tion against the Turkish empire by re- 
fusing to take part in such a demonstra- 
tion and by threatening to protect tlie 
Sultan by force of arms if necessary. 
Hence the assembling of the Russian 
Black sea squadron in readiness for im- 



out by the Turkish government, and ex- 
pressed the hype that France will not 
permit the missionaries to be expelled 
from Asiatic Turkey. Other newspapers 
express similar views and hope the 
French government -will act promptly 
and with energy in the matter. 

London, April 9. — A meeting of the 
Armenian relief committee was held 
yesterday to give expression to opinions 
on the subject of the expulsion. The 
Duke of Argyle presided, and stated that 
the Duke of Westminster had received 
information that hostile measures 
against the Christian missionaries were 
contemplated by the Sultan. The secre- 
tary of the committee reported that an 
irade had apparently been signed by the 
Sultan decreeing that the missionaries 
should be banished, and that Rev. Mr. 
Knupp's withdrawal was viewed with 
consternation by his colleagues and 
would he most disastrous in every way. 

After hearing these statemen ts of tlie 
situation the meeting adopted a resolu- 
tion introduced by Can on (lore, protest- 
ing against the measures threatened by 
the Sultan, and urging the. British gov- 
ernment to .do its utmost to secure the 
immediate withdrawal of the irade. 
C. K. Schwann, Radical member of 
North Manchester, pro- 
posed a resolution to the effect that the 
committee having heard with deep re- 
gret of the imprisonment of Mr. ICnapp, 
earnestly requests the government to 
take immediate steps to obtain the re- 
lease of Mr. Knapp, whoso self-denying 
labors in the distribution of relief to 
starving Armenians had been the means 
of saving many lives. 

This motion was adopted unanimous- 
ly. The meeting then appointed a dep- 
utation consisting of Canon Gore, Prof. 
Beert and Sir J. Kennaway, Conserva- 
tive member of parliament for Honiton, 
Devon, to wait upon Right Hon. Arthur 
Balfour, first lord of the treasury, and 
to urge upon him to increase the num- 
ber of British consuls in Asiatic Turkey , 
as their presence there had a salutary 
effect in repressing the ravages upon the 
Christian subjects of the Sultan, ami in 
giving countenance to the work of relief 
by the missionaries.

A plausible pretext bad to be found 
for such an important move, and it was 
agreed that the work of the missionaries 
should he pointed to as being of a dis- 
quieting nature ami likely to incite the 
Armenians into rebellion. During the 
last series of massacres in Armenia, 
was continually claimed that the i .- 
risings were the work of Armenian revo- 
lutionary agents. Lately, however, 
since the col lapse of the proposed naval 
demonstration and as a result of the 
secret arrangement arrived at between 
Turkey and Russia, it was whispered in 
right quarters that the missionaries were 
at the back of the revolutionary agents, 
that to the missionaries should be traced 
the real uprisings, and that upon them 
s' ould fall the real blame for the blood- 
shed by the Turks in suppressing the 
disorders. Finally it was decided to 
begin with Rev. Mr. Knapp, who prob- 
ably has been the most zealous ot the 
active workers in the cause of Christian- 
ity in Asiatic Turkey. He was openly 
charged with inciting the Armenians in 
Bitlis to revolt , and was to have been 
tried by a local court there for high 
treason. 

People familiar with the methods of 
the Turks have not the slightest doubt 
that the American missionary could 
have been found guilty and tiiat, alleged 
proof would have been furnished, not 
only of bis guilt, but of the guilt of the 
missionaries as a body. Here it was the 
band of the United States minister in- 
terfered and the hand of the Turks was 
stayed for a while, but it is now clearly 
shown that Rev. Mr. Knapp is being ex- 
pelled from Asiatic Turkey, snd nobody 
here doubts that this is only the first of 
a series of such expulsions, which will 
end by driving all American, British and 
French missionaries out of Turkey, at 
the instance of Russia in accordance 
with the hitter's policy in Asiatic Tur- 
key. There has been no attempt up to 
the present to deny that the Sultan has 
signed an irade providing for the expul- 
sion of ail Protestant and Roman Cath- 
olic missionaries from Asiatic Turkey, 
and that this will include agents of the 
American Red Cross society. The irade, 
it is true, has not yet been issued ; but, 
unless the strongest kind of pressure is 
brought to bear on the Sultan, it shortly 
will be made public, Serious disorders 
will follow. 

Paris, April 9. — Considerable irrita- 
tion against Turkey has been aroused 
here by the reports from Constantinople 
and London that the Sultan iias decided 
to expel all Roman and Catholic mis- 
sionaries from Asiatic Turkey, on the 
ground that they have been instrumen- 
tal in inciting Armenians to revolt 
against the authority of the Sultan. The 
newspapers, particularly Le Figaro, have 
taken up the question in earnest, as one 
directly and stiongly affecting Christian- 
ity and as calbng for prompt and effec- 
tiye action. Le Figaro complains of the 
deception Turkish officials have prac- 
tised upon the world at large in white- 
washing the stories o massacre* sent

Born in Lichfield, 
Staffordshire, England, on October 16, 
1S20, Mr. Langley when still a young 
man came to Canada.

In 
1S5S Mr. Langley came to Victoria and 
again engaged in business, the now 
widely known linn of Langley & Co, 
wholesale druggists being established by 
him. For a number of years his brother 
James wdio died last November 
was associated with . him as partner. 
Mr. Langley 's energy and ability and 
his interest ia the welfare of Victoria 
and the public affairs of the colony, re- 
sulted in his being appointed a member 
of the legislative council of the old col- 
onial days under Sir James Douglas. II is 
services as an able administrator were 
recognized by bis being sent to London 
as commissioner for the colony during 
the great exhibition of 1851'. So ably 
did be discharge his duties and actively 
bring before the people in England the 
advantages of the colony and its wealth 
of natural resources that he was offered 
a kniirhthood for his valuable services, 
but declined. Mr. Langley was married 
in England in 1802 and came back to 
Victoria the next year. Mrs. Lang- 
ley died in 187(5. Mr. Langley on 
his return to Victoria devoted himself 
to building op the business be had al- 
ready established and it steadily grew to 
its present proportions, with a "branch in 
Vancouver. He admitted into partner- 
ship in 1880 Messrs. J. N. and T. M. 
Henderson, and of late years ceased to 
take an active part in the business of 
the firm. Since November last lie had 
been in ill-health, paralysis of the mus- 
cles gradually undermining his health, 
and eventually causing his death 
yesterday morning, at the age 
of 75. He leaves two daughters 
and three sons, Mr. W. H. Langley, 
barrister, Dr. A. F. Langley and Mr. A. 
ii. Lanirley. The funeral takes place on 
Saturday, at half-past two, from the 
family 'residence, " The Maples," Fair- 
Held road, and half an hour later at the 
Reformed Episcopal church.

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Arrested on Suspicion or Murder— New Rail- 
way Enterprise— Enormous Quantity 
of Wheat in Store. 

Winnipeg, April 9. — (Special)— Rob- 
ert Morran was arrested at Holland to- 
day for the murder of Hannah Hatton, 
the young woman who was found mur- 
dered a week ago. Morran was the hired 
man employed by the dead woman's 
uncle. The evidence against the prison- 
er is entirely circumstantial, and if a 
confession is not received it is very 
doubtful if a conviction can be secured. 

It is understood that the contract for 
the new Dauphin railway, aid for which 
was granted at the recent session of the 
Manitoba legislature, has been awarded 
to Mackenzie & Mann, the well known 
railway contractors. The road will start 
at Gladstone and about 150 miles will be 
built this summer, the objective point 
being Swan Lake. 

Superintendent Whyte, of the Can- 
adian Pacific, estimates that about S,- 
800,000 bushels of wheat are now in store 
in Western elevators waiting the open- 
ing of navigation. The superintendent 
says: " That amount will take a great 
many ears to move to the bead of lake 
naviuation. Reckoning 700 bushels to 
the ear, and that is a large average, the 
general one being 650, it will take 12,000 
cars. I do not think that a large quan- 
tity of the wheat in the Western eleva- 
tors has been paid for, the farmers hav- 
ing stored a lot of it, so that the rise in 
price will be beneficial to them, and all 
the profits will not go into the pockets of 
the wheat buyers."

THE CHILCOTEN PLAINS. 

To thk Editor : — Before the present 
session of the legislature comes to an 
end it is necessary that some provision 
be made for tin; construction of a road of 
some kind or other from the head of 
Bute inlet to the Chilcoten plains. The 
distance from the coast to the plains 
does not exceed eighty miles; the line 
of road is not more than ordinarily diffi- 
cult for general purposes.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Second Session of the Seventh Parliament. 
FORTY-NINTH DAY. 

Thursday, April 0, 1890. 

The Sneaker took the chair at 2 p. m. 

Prayers by Rev. W. D. Barber. 

Mn. Sword moved lor any correspond- 
ence as to the conveyance for the land 
on which a schoolhouse is now being 
built at Mission City, also a statement 
of any arrangement that may have been 
made as to the ground on which the old 
schoolhouse stands, which to the extent 
of ono acre, was conveyed to the govern- 
ment in 1885. Agreed to. 

Hon. Mb. Euerts introduced a bill 
" to prevent the careless use of fire in 
woods and forests." 

The house again went into committee 
on the municipal clauses bill, Mr. Booth 
in the chair. Bill reported complete 
with amendments. The land registry 
hill was read a third time and passed. 

The house went into committee on the 
election regulation bill (Mr. Forster) 
with Capt. Irving in the chair. Mr. 
Rithet moved that the chairman leave 
the chair, explaining that it was very 
late in the session to consider a bill of 
this sort, especially as there is no like-- 
lihood of the bill being required until 
after next. The motion was lost on 
division. The committee shortly after- 
ward rose and reported progret-s, and it 
being o'clock the speaker left the chair. 

Alter Recess. 

Kon. Mr. Turner presented petitions 
from the ministerial association and 
from the W.C.T.U. against the proposed 
amendment to the license act to permit 
saloons to be open during certain hours 
on Sunday. 

Mn. Williams introduced a hill to 
I amend the law with regard to condi- 
tional sales of goods and chattels. Read 
a first time. 

The house again went into committee 
on the election regulation bill, Capt. 
Irving in the chair. The committee 
rose and reported progress. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a return 
respecting leases for placer mining 
grounds; also statistics relating to muni- 
cipalities prepared by the bureau of 
statistics. 

The adjourned debate on the resolu- 
tion by Capt. Irving, " requesting that 
the Dominion government be at once 
apprised of the necessity of placing the 
Yukon country under more effective 
governmental control" was resumed, 
and the resolution was agreed to. 

Mit. Helmckkn moved the second 
reading of the bill to amend the license 
act, among other respects so as to per- 
mit, saloons to be open during certain 
hours on Sunday. lie hail not, he said, 
heard any reasons given against the 
second reading of this bill. The act he 
wished to amend was passed 
in 1891, and looking back to 
the newspapers to see what was the 
cause of its enactment, he found nothing 
to satisfy him that it had been called 
for. Referring to the rather animated 
discussion which then took place, he 
said he hoped there would be no cause 
for the matter being treated in that 
spirit on this occasion. He knew ob- 
jection would be taken to one section of 
this bill that it would destroy the 
sanctity of the Sabbath' day" but 
he had heard it said that the 
act of 1S91 does not work, 
or that it drives people from the city 
into the country so that as bona fide 
travellers they may enjoy themselves as 
they see fit, and if such is the case he 
for one could not blame these men. He 
had framed this bill so as to fully re- 
spect the rights of the people without 
disregard of individual liberties, and to 
facilitate the strict enforcement of the 
law. 

Mn. Kennedy denied that there is 
any such thing as the liberty of the sub- 
ject, and being opposed to the first two 
sections of the bill he moved that it be 
read a second time that day six months. 

Mit. Booth, while opposed to the first 
section, hoped that the bill would be 
read a second time, as he saw in it 
many valuable regulations which ought 
to become law as they would assist the 
police in the discharge of their duty. 
The section to which exception is taken 
could be eliminated in committee. 

Mr. Kidd said it seemed this bill was 
intended as a sugar-coated pill, but there 
was not sufficient sugar to induce him 
to swallow the second reading. 

Mn. Williams wanted to know if Mr. 
Helmcken is in training for the position 
of Attorney-General, as during this ses- 
sion he has introduced more bills than 
the Attorney-General himself. He was 
opposed to the second reading. 

I hi. Walkem argued that if to have 
saloons open is wrong during certain 
hours on Sunday, it must also be wrong 
during the rest of the week; and for his 
part he felt that it is in the public inter- 
est to allow saloons to be open during 
certain boms on Sunday. Since they 
have been closed, he believed there had 
been more drinking, on a more immoder- 
ate scale, than ever before, as men take 
the liquor home, or get into the saloons 
by the back doors and stay there. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley said he had opposed 
the present act when it was brought for- 
ward by the late lion. John Robson, 
but had noticed after it was passed that 
there was an absence of much of the 
Sunday drunkenness w hich before that 
had been noticed in Victoria. He did 
not think it would be wise to have the 
saloons opened during limited hours on 
Sunday ; anil he took exception to the 
statement that under the laws as 
at present there is any noticeable 
disorder caused in the country parts by 
people going there to get. liquor. Such 
is certainly not the case in Esqtlimalt 
district. He would support the motion 
for the six months hoist. 

Hon. Mr. Martin, who had opposed 
the present act in 1891, said it appeared 
to him to have worked very well indeed, 
and so long as he believed it to he the 
wish of his constituents to have saloons 
closed on Sunday he would vote that 
way. 

The six months hoist was carried on 
division of 21 to 11. 

Mu. Kitchen moved the second read- 
ing of his bill to amend the mechanics 
lien act, by striking out certain words 
which it had been held by the late Chief 
Justice brought the material man back 
into the act and rendered it unworkable. 

Mu. Helmo.ken informed the hon. 
member that that decision had been up- 
set by the court of appeal. 

Mn. Kitchen thereupon moved to 
have his bill struck off the order paper; 
which was done, 

The house adjourned at 10 :50 p.m.

ties — How to Carve 11 Roast — Tlu> Logo 
anil Wtnc.i of Poultry unci Game — Cauvos- 
back Ducks— A Fillet of UiM-f. 

Curving is ono of tlioso arts which re- 
quire practice t'nr perfection. In the 
hands of tlio uovieo the knifo has u way 
of sliding off the moat, no matter how 
firmly ono seeins to hold it, and slices

grove thick toward the mid or vanish 
away into nothingness long bot'ore tlio 
time when they should, or tho fork en- 
counters bone where bones ought not to 
bo. In short, thoro is no royal road to 
learning how to carve any more than in 
learning geometry, and tho man who 
thinks himself a born carver had bettor 
get right down to first principles if he 
wants any ono else to think him one. 
First there must bo a sharp knifo. Fol- 
lowing close is a knowledge of the anat- 
omy of tho animal whoso meat you in- 
tend to carve. One turkey is made on 
tlio same plan us another. Legs of mut- 
ton do not develop new bones just for 
tho carver's benefit, nor is it in the na- 
ture of roast beef to throw out ossooys 
ramifications where before they wore 
not. A little knowledge on this very 
important point would bo a groat gain. 

Of all tho meats which do present any 
difficulties to the carver roast beef pre- 
sents fewest. When it comes from tho 
oven, it should be placed on tho dish 
ribs down. If there is a groat deal of 
fat on the top, some of it should bo ro- 
inoved. Indeed trimming is a good 
thing to do iu tho case of all roasts, for 
tho fat grows hard on top and ja only 
an unnecessary hindrance. Put tho fork 
firmly in tbo moat about two inches 
from tho knife. Let it slant slightly so 
as not to prick the moat any more than 
is necessary, as thereby much of the 
juice is lost. Press evenly and (irmly on 
the knife as it is drawn toward you, for 
that makes vho chief cut. The knifo 
should not be drawn back and forth 
more than three times. If tho slices aro | 
to ho very thin, as they should fco if 
the roast is only ono course in a long, 
heavy dinner, six or seven slices is only 
a fair allowance to a rib. Otherwise 
four is tho usual number. 

Some persona have a very bad habit 
of cutting slices from both sides of tho 1 
I'.ut it is a very poor plan, spoil- j 
ing i he appearance of tlio dish and cans- 
i.i_; the meat to dry up. Always keop on ] 
on:' side cf the roast and cut well down i 
to ;.':o bones, being very careful nut to j 
l.-avo a wasteful layer of meat upon 
them. 

\Vh< u it comes to the carving of poul- 
try and game, the w ings and legs are 
apt to prove insuperable obstacles. They 
need not even be' detached before carv- j 
ing the breast. A skillful turn of the' 
knifo will separate them from tho body, ' 
and when the breast is all carved they I 
can bo easily cat off. In serving turkey 
a piece of the white and a piece of tho 
dark moat should be put on each plate, 
unless, of course, certain preferences are 
known. Tbo turkey breast should bo 
sliced, tho legs and wings cut at each 
joint. 

Tho breast of canvasback duck should 
be detached entire from tho body, as it is 
thooubr delicate part. If more than two 
portions have to bo served, tbo breast

Tho reasons foe I ho choicaof tho vio- 
lin as an iniitintccnt for women tiro 
many, aceon!:.;; to an authority iu such 
matters, who toils in The Ladies' Homo 
Journal that the violin is not, only the 
most perfect of all instruments, ranking 
second only to tho human voice, but it 
ia also the most graceful both in itsoll' 
and its manipulation. That tho propor- 
tional number of successful women vio- 
linists is small is not because woman is 
endowed with a poorer quality of talent 
than man or that she is inferior to him 
in mental equipment, but is rather due 
to the fact that she rarely takes up the 
study of tho violin with the intention of 
making of it u life work.

It is sometimes well in detaching the 
legs or wings of poultry to follow a dif- 
ferent, plan. Lay the bird side down on 
tbo dish and hold it firm with the knifo, 
bending the leg back with the fork. 
Thou the joint, can bo easily cut through, 
and so tbo whole leg detached from tho 
body. In slicing off tho breast tho fork 
should bo thinly thrust into tho breast- 
bone!, and tho farther side from tho car- 
ver should bo attacked first. 

A filet, of beef presents no difficulties 
whatsoever, as it is absolutely impossi- 
ble to go wrong. If tbo dish is larded, 
the pieces of lard should bo insertod 
crosswise. Then, as tho slices aro cut off 
a bit of tho larding will fall to each per- 
son's share. Tlio foregoing helpful hints 
are from an exhaustive and illustrated 
article on carving which originally ap- 
peared in the Now York Herald. In tho 
first cut here presented is shown a tur- 
key with the leg loosened, but not re- 
moved. The breast is sliced. Tho second 
cut illustrates a duck, tho breast of 
which has been removed in its ontiroty.

Scald tho 
meal with a cupful of boiling water, 
add tho hominy, milk and other ingredi- 
ents, with a tablespoonful of melted but- 
ter, and bake in a padding dish.

FIGHTING F EASED. 

SIrijke or Columbia River Fishermen— Diffi- 
•SWltjes Between Oregon and Wash- 
ington Interests, 

Seattle, April 9.— Goyj^ior MeGraw 
has ordered out n ' port i ou [ the state 
militia ^'causa cf threitened serious 
trouble between the Washington and 
Oregon fishermen oi the Columbia 
river. He did so at the request of ti e 
Bhertff and prosecuting attorney of Pa- 
cific county. Governor MeGraw said 
his instructions were for the militia to 
assist the civil authorities of Pacific 
county in preserving order and resisting 
the attack of belligerent Oregon fisher- 
men. 

The difference, in the requirements of 
the laws of the two states has always 
been a source of irritation to the Oregon 
fishermen, hast spring they caused the 
arrest of Washington fishermen work- 
ing on the Washington side of the Col- 
umbia for taking lish in violation of the 
Oregon law, although they were not 
violating any law cf this slate. An 
Oregon judge, under a claim that Ore 
gon bad concurrent jurisdiction with 
Washington over all the waters id' the 
Columbia river, sentenced the men t< 
imprisonment. They were subsequently 
released on habeas corpus proceedings 
by (he United Stales circuit judge. 

This year the situation is still more 
aggravated by reason of a strike of the 
Oregon fishermen, who demand a higher 
price than the canneries are willing to 
nay. The Oregon fishermen have 
threatened to destroy all the lish traps 
on the river to prevent the cannerynien 
from getting lish. Many of these "traps- 
are located on the Washington side. 
Very many, probably most of the traps 
at the mouth of the Columbia river, ar 
in Pacific county, Washington. Durin 
a strike the canners must rely on the 
traps for a supply of fish, because a non- 
union fisherman would risk his life if he 
went out with nets. Last week the 
union fishermen began to destroy the 
traps, and pulled up several, hast Sun 
day they made another attempt, but 
were driven oil'. It was undoubtedly be 
cause he felt that he would be unable to 
protect the traps from the fishermen 
that Sheriff Thomas Koney, of Pacific 
county, appealed to the governor for 
assistance. 

The fishermen have rifles, which theV 
are permitted to curry in order to kill 
the sea lions, the hitter being very d 
structive to salmon and nets. The last 
bloodshed during a salmon strike was in 
the spring of 1890, below Kalama, when 
several men were killed. 

Astoria, Or., April !). — Yesterday af- 
ternoon about '.',000 fishermen assembled 
in mass meeting to decide what action 
they would finally fake in reply to the 
statement of the salmon packers that 
they could pay Out four cents per pount" 
this season for first-giade fish. The sec 
retary of the Columbia River Fisher- 
men's Protective Union read letters 
from packers alleging that the present 
condition of the market would not war- 
rant continuing the old price of fiv< 
cents. He then read New York quota- 
tions on canned goods, from which he 
endeavored to prove that the cannery 
men could afford to pay live cents 
Without much argument the fishermen 
in a few minutes, by a unanimous vote 
passed a resolution "that they would hole 
out until August 10. the close of the sea 
son, anil lish for no one at less than fivt 
cents. 

NAVAL SHAM BATTLE. 

To Take Place at Macaulay Point— H. M 
Navy Heartily Co-Operating in 
Victoria's Celebration. 

A sham light at Macaulay Point on 
the afternoon of May lit; will form one of 
the attractions of the Queen's birthday 
celebration this year. This feature will 
be provided by li. M. Navy, and was ar- 
ranged for at a well attended meeting of 
the regatta committee of the celebration 
in the city hail last evening, over which 
His Worship Mayor Beaven presided, 

At the request of Admiral Stevenson, 
Capt. Finnis, of H.M.S. Royal Arthur, 
was present and expressed the desire of 
the Admiral to co-operate with 
those in charge of the cele- 
bration. He also announced his 
willingness to assist in the regatta. He 
said that he should be pleased to arrange 
for the review and sham battle, pro- 
vided, of course, that, the flagship was 
available at the time. Possibly, how- 
ever, several warships would be in Esqui- 
mau at. the lime. 

After some discussion by the commit- 
tee a resolution was unanimously passed 
that t he great naval event should he held 
ut Macaulay Point at 2 o'clock on the 
dav above mentioned, and that the ar- 
ranging of the details he left in the 
hands of the navy. Capt. Finnis favored 
the selection of the site and thought that 
a pleasing programme could be arranged 
comprising a march past followed by 
various evolutions and manual drill, 
concluding with a sham fight. 

The committee decided that all the 
amateur races of the regatta be con- 
ducted under the auspices of the James 
Bay Athletic Association. The secre- 
tary was instructed to communicate 
with Mr. J. S. Vatea and ask that gen- 
tleman for tho privileges ol" property 
which were enjoyed last year. It was 
decided to omit tho sealers' race from 
the programme. The secretary, Mr. 
Beaumont Hoggs, reported having com- 
municated with different Indian tribes 
in regard to the war canoe races and 
suggested that a gold bracelet be given 
to the captain of the winning canoe 
crew in tho klootchmen's contests in ad- 
dition to the regular prizes awarded. 
The suggestion was approved and it was 
further deemed advisable to give prizes 
other than money for the best decorated 
pleasure boat or canoe. Postmaster 
Noah Shakespeare moved a vole of 
thanks to Capt. Finnis for attending the 
meeting and for his promised services. 
The motion was heartily adopted and 
the meeting adjourned.

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 



A Mass of Correspondence Dealt 
With at the Council Meeting 
Yesterday. 



Yukon Trade, Immigration ami Other 
Important Questions Brought 
Up for Consideration. 



A large amount of business came be- 
fore the council of the Board of Trade at 
their meeting yesterday morning, prin- 
cipally in tho shape of communications. 

In regard to the Yukon trade a letter 
was read from Hon. Mr. Prior, in which 
he said : I had an interview this 
morning (March 5) with Hon. Mr. Daly, 
minister of the interior; Mr. F. White, 
comptroller of the N. W. M. Police; Mr. 
Burgess, deputy minister of the interior, 
and Col. Herchimer in regard to the 
matter. These gentlemen are collecting 
all the information to be found in their 
several departments bearing on the sub- 
ject, and Mr. Earle, M.P., and myself 
are to see them in a day or two, when 
the whole matter will be thoroughly dis- 
cussed. The government will at once 
make application to Washington for 
bonding privileges through the Lynn 
canal into British Columbia and 
the matter of mail subsidy 
will he brought up at the above men- 
tioned meeting. The latter further 
stated that the Minister of the Interior 
did not consider that the government 
was in possession of sufficient informa- 
tion in regard to the different routes to 
enable him to lay before council a satis- 
factory recommendation for financial as- 
sistance, but would ask for a sum to be 
placed in the estimates for surveys of 
the White. Pass and other routes. The 
government were fully alive to the desir- 
ability of opening up the Yukon count! y 
and niving [!. C. a chance to secure the 
hugely increasing business that is being 
done there. 

A letter from Mr. «R. II. Hal!, of the 
Hudson's Hay Co., had been sent to 
Hon. Mr. Prior subsequently to this, 
favoring the route by way of Lynn 
Canal or Taku Inlet, with a narrow 
gauge road to connect with Teslin lake 
or some navigable branch of the Yukon 
river. He considered theStickeen route 
to be impracticable and so did Captain 
John Irving. 

In reply to that was a letter from 
Hon. Mr. Prior dated March 24, which 
stated that the Minister oi the Interior 
had placed $5,000 in the supplementary 
estimates for the survey of the White 
Pass and other routes. 

The council considered this satisfac- 
tory and the correspondence was filed. 

A letter was read from the Minister of 
the Interior in reference to Mr. J. S. 
Macaulay's desire to obtain a permit ta 
take liquor into the Yukon country. 
" It is necessary," tl it; letter states, " to 
bear in mind that tho Northwest Terri- 
tories act, which is in force in ail the 
unorganized districts north of Atha- 
basca, including the Yukon country, 
absolutely forbids the manufacture, sale 
or having in possession of intoxicating 
liquors except under special permit of 
the Lieut. -Governor of the Territories. 
Recognizing that it is not pos- 
sible to prohibit the traffic 
altogether and that it would he wisest 
in so far as may be possible consistently 
with the law, to place under regulation'. 
We are negotiating with the Lieutenant- 
Governor, of the Territories with a .view 
to agreeing upon some well organized 
plan of issuing permits to responsible 
people who are engaged in other mer- 
cantile business and have large interests 
at stake in the country. The permits, 
however, are all subject to the condition 
that the liquor shall he in bond and be 
released in part from time to time by the 
officer commanding the N.W.M. police, 
acting as representative of the depart- 
ments of customs and interior, and in 
accordance with the requirements of the 
traders owning it and as the public in- 
terest may appear to warrant. Mr. 
Macaulay's references were satisfactory, 
hut it appears that he is not engaged in 
any other business but freighting, which 
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is not a branch of commerce within the 
sense of the understanding arrived at 
with the Lieutenant-Governor. The 
particulars, however, would be supplied 
to the Lieutenant-Governor of the Ter- 
ritories and he would he asked to send 
his decision in the matter." 

This letter was laid on the table. 

Hon. Mr. Prior ami .Mr. Thos. Earle, 
M.I'., acknowledged receipt of the coun- 
cil's communication in regard to the in- 
convenience of the present Alaska rail 
service and said -they were eiving the 
mutter their attention. Hon. Mr. Prior 
also enclosed a letter from Hon. Mr. 
Paly, minister of the interior, stating 
that he was preparing a memo for the 
cabinet dealing with the question of the 
Songhees Indian reserve. Mr. Dalv was 
anxious to try mid meet the wisheB of 
Messrs. Prior and Earle as well as the 
local legislature in regard to a speedy 
settlement. 

Among the communications was one 
from Mr. 1' . C. Gamble, resident govern- 
ment engineer, saying that the depart- 
ment would endeavor to remove the 
snags in the Skeena to the best advan- 
tage of the lishing industry. 

A long letter requesting the board's 
support of the Fraser river bridge was 
referred to the committee on railways 
to report. 

Reference was made by the president, 
Mr. D. R, Ker, to the death yesterday 
morning of Mr. A. J. Langley a mem- 
ber of the board, and it was decided to 
send a letter of condolence to the family. 

It was suggested by the special com- 
mittee to which had been referred the 
communication of the London Chamber 
of Commerce dealing with the advance- 
ment of trade between the various parts 
of the empire, that the Lieut. -Governor 
be asked in what way the board could 
best co-operate. This was adopted. 

The Iievelstoke board of trade re- 
quested support in their endeavor to 
secure the discontinuance by the O.P.R. 
of their store ear which runs between 
Donald and Kamloops to the detriment 
of the trade of the local merchants. 

This request was endorsed and repre- 
sentations will be made to the C.P.R. on 
tho matter. • 

Considerable discussion in regard to 
the best method of inducing immigra- 
tion was aroused by the receipt of the 
report of the convention at Winnipeg 
from Mr. I'". J. Deane, who had repre- 
sented the board on that occasion. 

After a vote of thanks had been pass- 
ed to Mr. Deane, Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt, 
who with Mr. G. A. Semlin and Prof. 
Odium, had been appointed by the West- 
ern Canada Immigration Association — 
the outcome of the convention — as the 
executive for British Columbia, read 
certain correspondence he had received 
from the general secretary, Mr. K. W. 
Heubach, of Winnipeg. It included the 
suggestions presented by the Associa- 
tion to the Dominion government which, 
in brief, were that a bureau of immigra- 
tion he constituted with a permanent 
commissioner; that the executive of the 
Association be recognized as an advisory 
board; that the Association establish 
a central office in Winnipeg with brancln s 
in Western Ontario, Manitoba, Assini- 
boia, Alberta, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia, and that the Dominion gov- 
ernment accord a certain measure of fin- 
ancial assistance to the association. 

Mr. Flumerfelt said he would like to 
see branches organized in the province, 
where information could be collected 
and forwarded to the central ofliee for 
distribution in connection with the other 
branches. He believed the government , 
cities and municipalities might afford 
financial aid. 

Mr. Joshua Davies, seconded by Mr. 
Pearson, moved that " The council of 
the board of trade realizing the fact that 
the future of the Dominion in general, 
and of Western Canada in particular, is 
largely dependent on immigration, and 
realizing further that satisfactory re- 
sults in this direction can only be ob- 
tained by placing it upon such 
a basis as shall he entirely free 
from the control and influence of party 
politics; be it therefore resolved 
that the council urge upon the Domin- 
ion government the advisability of re- 
cognizing in the most substantial man- 
ner the movement inaugurated by the 
Western Immigration^Association." 

Mr, Leiser ilid not agree with the 
resolution, for he believed that, British 
Columbia, if she spent money on immi- 
gration should do it herself and not send 
tho funds to Winnipeg. 

Mr, Futcher was also of opinion that 
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the resolution ignored the provincial 
government and he would not Bupport 
it for that, reason. 

Finally it was agreed to forward a 
similar resolution to the provincial gov- 
ernment, and Mr. Futcher then with- 
drew his opposition and both resolutions 
were carried. 

In acknowledging the receipt of the 
copy of the report of the committee on 
the resources and trading prospects of 
the Yukon a letter from the Department 
of the Interior states: " I am to point 
out that on the map accompanying the 
report there are two boundaries marked 
I in red, one stated to be the boundary as 
I indicated by the British commission 
and the other the boundary as indicated 
I by the U. S. commission. The;e is 
I no doubt a mistake, as no definite state- 
| pent of claim, so far as this department 
' is aware, has ever been made by the U. 
S. government, and certainly none has 
ever been made by Canada or Great 
Britain. The duties of the commission- 
ers appointed under the Treaty of Wash- 
ington of 1892, consisted in making 'a co- 
incident or joint survey of the territory 
adjacent to that part of the boundary 
line of the (J. S. ami the Dominion of 
Canada dividing the territory of Alaska 
from the province of British- Columbia 
and the Northwest Territory of Canada, 
from the latitude of 5-1 degrees -10 min- 
utes north, to the point, where the said 
boundary line encounters the 1 -list de- 
gree of longitude westward from the 
meridian of Greenwich, with a view to 
the ascertainment of the facts and data 
necessary to a permanent delimitation 
of the said boundary line.' It will thus 
he seen that it was not within the pur- 
view of the commissioners to take into 
consideration the question of where the 
boundary actually is, and they did not 
do so." 

Mr. Robert Ward, who has been ap- 
pointed as delegate of the board of trade 
to the congress of Cham hers of Com- 
merce of the Empire to he held in Lon- 
don in June, asked if it was the wish of 
the board that he should support the 
movement that, was to he put forward 
with a view to obtaining differential 
duties in favor of colonial productions. 

It was decided that, Mr. Ward should 
he allowed to use his own good judg- 
ment in the stand he took upon what- 
ever questions came before congress. 

The meeting adjourned at V2-.30.
